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he third in a series of conferences be- 

tween representatives of the National 
Association of Dental Laboratories and 
the American Dental Association to con- 
sider programs for the certification of 
dental laboratory technicians and the ac- 
creditation of dental laboratories was 
held in Chicago on May ro. Dr. Harry 
Lyons, A.D.A. president, presided. 

At the close of the conference, repre- 
sentatives of the two associations issued 
the following statement: 

The conference between representatives 
of the National Association of Dental 
Laboratories and of the American Dental 
Association, at the Central office of the 
American Dental Association, Chicago, 
on May 10, considered reports of work- 
ing parties on the educational and ad- 
ministrative aspects of a program for the 
certification of dental technicians. 

It was agreed that the educational as- 
pects of a certification program would be 
the responsibility of the Council on Den- 
tal Education of the American Dental 
Association. The educational phase of the 
certification program would consist of 
one formal year of education in an ap- 
propriate institution, and the equivalent 
of one year of supervised training plus 
three additional years of practical expe- 
rience. It was agreed that this training 
and experience could be conducted in a 
dental laboratory or in other institutions. 
On the completion of the five-year period 
of education and experience, the candi- 
date would become eligible to apply for 
certification in a general or particular 
field of dental laboratory technology. 

The representatives of the Council on 
Dental Education indicated that the

Results of N.A.D.L. and A.D.A. Conference 


Council would submit to the 1957 ses- 
sion of the House of Delegates a state- 
ment on the “Requirements for Educa- 
tional Programs for Dental Laboratory . 
Technicians.” If these “Requirements” 
are approved by the House of Delegates 
of the American Dental Association and 
accepted by the House of Delegates of 
the National Association of Dental Labo- 
ratories, the program could be initiated 
at the end of 1957 or early in 1958. 

The conferees agreed that the certifica- 
tion program for dental laboratory tech- 
nicians would be established under gen- 


eral principles advanced by the Council 


on Dental Education of the American 
Dental Association as “Requirements for 
the Approval of a Certification Board for 
Dental Laboratory Technicians” which 
would be submitted to the House of Dele- 
gates of the American Dental Association 
at its annual session in November, 1957 
and which would also be considered by 
the House of Delegates of the National 
Association of Dental Laboratories at its 
annual session in October, 1957. 

Under the proposed program, the Na- 
tional Association of Dental Laboratories, 
or an agency of its choice, would develop 
and implement the administrative mecha- 
nisms for the certification of dental 
laboratory technicians. It is proposed that 
the program would provide for the certi- 
fication of dental laboratory technicians 
in the general field of dental laboratory 
technology and in the individual fields of 
complete dentures, partial dentures, den- 
tal ceramics and crown and bridge tech- 
nology. Other details of the certification 
procedure would be developed by the 
certification agency. 

Representatives of both associations 
emphasized that the certification program 
would not be initiated until action has 
been taken by the governing bodies of 
both associations. 

The conferees also agreed that each as- 
sociation will continue its studies of plans 
for establishing an acceptable program 
for the recognition of dental laboratories.

Within the last several weeks there have been numerous complaints from our 
members that the membership has not been kept informed regarding House Bill 
1027, another Denturist Bill, which was reported out of the License and Mis- 
cellany Committee and, at this writing, is in the hands of the Appropriations 
Committee. The Editor can speak freely in praise of the editorial which ap- 
peared in the FortnNicHtLy Review of May 15th in which the details of the 
Bill were discussed and each member of the Society was urged to contact the 
legislators in his district. By so doing we would personally be able to inform 
the legislators of the inherent danger to the public health should such a bill be 
passed. I repeat that the editorial set forth in a most effective and clear manner 
our responsibility to do our best to defeat such dangerous legislation. (Before 
going further, may I give credit for the fine editorial to Mr. Karl Richardson, 
our Executive Secretary.) When those who complained were advised that this 
matter was fully discussed in the FortnicHtty Review, they answered that 
they had not opened their mail. In fact, some suggested that a special mailing 
be made for such pressing matters. Such a mailing would cost between three 
and four hundred dollars; certainly an almost prohibitive cost. 


One of the purposes of the FortniGHTLY Review is to keep the member- 

. ship informed and up-to-date on problems which confront the profession and 

alert to such things as Bill 1027 and the Jenkins-Keogh Bill. The editorial 

staff is not above criticism and certainly has limitations but unless each member 

makes some effort to read the pages of the Review, the Society’s efforts to keep 
its members informed are going to be made most difficult and expensive. 


May the Editor make a few suggestions. When you receive your Review, take 
off the jacket and scan it at your earliest convenience. Then at your leisure pick 
it up again and at least read those things which have a vital bearing on your 
professional life. Attend your branch meetings as well as the parent society 
meetings and again you will be kept informed. Only as you take enough interest 
in your Society’s affairs can you hope to be kept informed and carry out your 
fair share of your responsibilities. Then the FortNicHTLY Review will have 
fulfilled its mission. United we can do a much more effective service for dentistry.

EFFECTIVE USE OF ASSISTANTS 


_TO BE TAUGHT AT ILLINOIS 


A new teaching procedure, the use of 
dental assistants, will greet senior stu- 
dents in the University of Illinois College 
of Dentistry next fall. The assistants will 
work with the students performing regu- 
lar chairside activities that are part of 
the practicing dentist’s routine.

Senior dental 
students and assistants in action will be 
televised and viewed by all College of 
Dentistry classes in a large lecture hall. 
Arrangements for this aspect of the pro- 
gram were recently completed with the 
Public Health Service. 

Progressive results of the program will 
be used to determine the practicability 
of initiating a course of instruction in 
dental assisting at the University.

The Silicate Cements: A Common Sense Approach*

rom the common sense viewpoint 
there are only two things we need 


consider in the silicate cements— 
first, the patient’s desire and needs for an 
esthetic anterior res- 
toration, and sec- 
ond, our desire and 
ability to provide 
such a restoration. 

The patient wants 
and expects the fill- 
ing to match the 
tooth color as closely 
as possible, to last a 
reasonable length of 

time, and to be able 
. De. Doms to keep the tooth in 
proper health and function. 

How can we as dentists satisfy these 
requirements? If we know what will 
cause failures in color matching, what 
causes a silicate to last only a very short 
while and what causes pulp deaths, it is 
not difficult to meet the patient’s de- 
mands. 

What about our desire and ability to 
produce an anterior restoration which 
will be adequate in every respect? We 
have been graduated from an accredited 
dental school and we have been certified 
by our respective state boards. So we 
know we have the ability even though we 
do admit that some operators are more 
capable than others.

If for no other reason, it can be said 
that we want to produce an adequate 
restoration from the standpoint of eco- 
nomics. We can earn a livelihood only: 
from satisfied patients. 

To provide the proper color match it 
is essential that the operator should have 
experience, a sense of relative color 
values, and good judgment. 

There are some who have various de- 
grees of color blindness. Those who are 
handicapped in this manner—and know 
it—have their assistant or someone in 
the office select the shade. 

Dentists who have trouble matching 
color should first have themselves checked 
for color blindness before checking other 
possible causes. 

The color guide should be formed in 
the shape of a tooth and should be made 
of baked porcelain or silicate cement. A 
plastic shade guide is inadequate and 
improper for our use since the unpolished 
guide tooth gives a color or shade of one 
intensity and the same guide tooth, when 
polished, gives an entirely different color 
intensity. 

So small a thing as switching from the 
shade guide of one company to that of 
another company causes errors in judg- 
ment of color. Too often two guides pro- 
duced by the same company have guide 
teeth which do not have the same in- 
tensity and brilliance. 

In order to have the proper shade 
guide each dentist should make his own 
from the brand of silicate he uses. 
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Improper matching of the silicate to 
the tooth through selection of the wrong 
shade is often called discoloration. 

Failure to give the teeth a prohylaxis 
before attempting to match color will 
make the filling appear darker if the teeth 
are cleaned after the filling has been in- 
serted. At least the approximating tooth 
on either side should be cleaned before 
the color match is made. 

Slabs and spatulas should be checked 
for cleanness just before the powder and 
liquid are dispensed. Particles of silicate 
from former mixes in the scratches on an 
old slab and left on a spatula become in- 
corporated in the new mix, causing unde- 
sirable changes in the shade. 

Dust or soot on the slab at the time 
the mix is made or introduced into the 


powder by proportioners produec a gray- 
ness. 


Manufacturers of silicates using alpha 
type liquids and mixing on a smooth 
glass slab advocate the use of agate, stain- 
less steel, or light-colored plastic spatulas. 

Carbon steel spatulas are attacked by 
the acid of the liquid and cause a marked 
gray discoloration. Even when using a 
good stainless steel or stellite spatula some 
particles are ground into the mix and 
cause it to discolor slightly. 

Particles of the plastic spatula are also 


medicines, and anything else that can be 
poured down the drain. Particles of such 
a spatula ground into the mix will cer- 
tainly affect the color. 

The addition of “Durosim,” any oil, 
or a soap to a silicate powder or liquid 
materially reduces the strength of the 
filling and eventually affects the color. 

With alpha type silicates it is necessary 
to mix within a definite temperature 
range, otherwise the correct amount of 
powder will not be incorporated in the 
liquid. An overtranslucency will be pro- 
duced by a thin mix. When this type of 
silicate is mixed too thick, porosity results 
with its accompanying absorption of food 
dyes and stains of all kinds. 

_Varnishes and cavity liners which re- 
main on the margins of the cavity wash 
out, causing the familiar brown margin 
around the filling. 

Essential oils in some of the recom- 
mended cavity liners cause discoloration. 

Zinc oxide and eugenol used as a base 
or liner under silicates causes a grayish 
discoloration. Either the volatile oil or 
the free eugenol can do the damage. 

Dehydrating the cavity to the extent 
that it is desiccated causes the dried out 
tubules to pull out the natural moisture 
from the fresh mix. The resulting filling 
will be white, chalky, weak and porous, 
readily absorbing stains. 

Moisture reaching a silicate filling too 
soon after it is inserted produces a chalky, 
opaque appearance. Keeping moisture 
from the filling for too long a period also 
affects the color. 

In the mouth breather the alpha type 
silicate cracks, crazes and becomes chalky 
in appearance. With the sigma type, the 
two-tenths per cent moisture which the 
mouth breather breathes in is sufficient 
to maintain the water balance in the 
silicate. If silicate powders are kept where 
direct sunlight is constantly on them, the 
color will be bleached out. 

If a metal bank is used instead of a 
celluloid strip, the free acid will attack 
the metal and the silicate will be dis- 
colored. 

Then there is the tooth which is so 


permeated by stains that it is impossible 


ground into the mix. It is possible that no 
| discoloration will result if the plastic is 
| light in color. It is also possible that, if 
the amount of plastic ground into the 
mix is small enough, there will be no 
detrimental effect on the physical proper- 
ties of the cement. 
In the case of the silicate using the 
sigma type liquid, the mix is made on a 
ground glass slab with a bone spatula. 
Here, particles of bone are purposely 
ground into the mix. The addition of the 
: bone particles adds to the physical 
properties of the finished filling. 
Only a bone spatula should be used 
with a ground glass slab. When agate, 
plastic or metal spatulas are used on this 
type of slab, particles of the spatulas are 
ground into the mix and ruin the filling. 
Bone spatulas should never be left 
| lying in the sink to soak up soapy water, |] 
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for anyone to match the color correctly 
by any means. In a case like this, hand 
the patient a mirror, point out the diffi- 
culties and then do the best you can. 

Many of the things which cause dis- 

coloration also cause the early loss of the 
filling. 
All silicate powders, if not kept tightly 
stoppered, will become contaminated by 
phenol, the volatile oils of eugenol, oil of 
cloves and other medicaments. This af- 
fects the setting time of the mix, alters 
the physical properties of the finished 
filling and results in its rapid deteriora- 
tion and early loss. 

Silicate powders and liquids should be 
kept entirely away from all medicaments, 
not just kept separated in the cabinet. 

Silicate liquids of the alpha type are 
composed of orthophosphoric acid and 
water, with the addition of zinc, 
aluminum and magnesium oxides as 
buffers. 

The water balance in this type liquid 
is carefully adjusted to insure the proper 
setting time of the mix. This liquid is 
highly sensitive to changes in humidity, 
either gaining or losing moisture. A 
change in the water content of such a 
liquid causes a change in the setting 
time and produces a filling with inferior 
physical properties. 

A silicate mixed with the pre type 
liquid is so sensitive that even the air 
circulating in the room will dehydrate 
the wet mix, hasten the gell and, in all 
probability, result in a broken set. 

Never mix this type of silicate with an 
electric fan in operation or in a direct 
breeze from an open window. 

Steam from water boiling in a sterilizer 
can adversely affect the setting time and 
gel of an alpha type silicate. 

Only one manufacturer produces a sili- 
cate with a sigma type liquid. This is a 
concentrated, aged liquid containing only 
a small percentage of orthophosphoric 
acid. No extra water is added because the 
setting time is controlled in the powder. 

While this type of liquid can—and does 
—take on and give off moisture, the 
amount is so small that it apparently does 
not affect the mix. 


Many fillings are ruined on the slab 
while mixing. Chilling the slab below the 
dew point causes moisture to be incorpo- 
rated in the mix. The resulting filling will 
disintegrate rapidly. This also happens 
when moisture reaches the mix as it is 
being placed in the cavity or while it is 
setting. 

This applies to both the alpha and the 
sigma types of silicates. The rubber dam 
can be used to good advantage in pre- 
venting failure of our silicate fillings 
through moisture reaching them too soon. 

A mix which is too thin does not have 
enough powder incorporated in the liquid 
to produce the proper degree of hardness 
and insolubility. It-will wash out rapidly. 
Our inability to chill the slab to the 
proper temperature level under the ex- 
isting climatic conditions is the causative 
factor here. 

Too much powder in the mix or mix- 
ing longer than the required time breaks 
the gel and produces a filling which will 
last only a short time. 

When a cavity is desiccated, moisture 
from the freshly placed filling is drawn 
into the tubules, causing the filling to 
craze or crack just the same as when the 
filling becomes dried out on its outer 
surface. This filling does not last. 

Washing out in the alpha type silicates 
is also caused by taking too long to insert 


_the filling after the mix has been made; 


by burnishing the filling while it is being 
held under the strip or matrix; or in any 
way disturbing the gel after the silicate 
has begun to set. 

Burnishing over the strip does not dam- 
age the sigma type silicate. It is useful in 
helping to contour the filling and to re- 
duce the bulk of material which will need 
to be finished down. 

All other things being equal, pulp irri- 
tation and pulp deaths under silicate 
cement fillings can be attributed to (1) 
pressure, (2) phosphoric acid penetration 
and (3) drugs used in the cavity in an 
attempt at sterilization. 

In a deep cavity where the pulpal wall 
is thin, pressure exerted with the strip 
while the filling is setting becomes perma- 
nent on the floor of the cavity when the 
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set is complete. This pressure can cause 
irritation, pain and even death of the 
pulp. 

To prevent this, it is necessary to pro- 
vide a base for deep-seated cavities. The 
most widely used materials for this pur- 
pose are zinc oxide and eugenol. 

We must consider two facts when we 
use zinc phosphate cements which are 
mixed with an alpha type liquid. First, 
the liquid is composed almost entirely of 
orthophosphoric acid which is only 
slightly less acid than hydrochloric. Sec- 
ond, in a deep cavity there are minute 
pulp exposures which are impossible to 
detect with the naked eye. 

These invisible exposures are made 
without producing pain and do not bleed. 
They allow the entrance of bacteria and 
direct contact with drugs and chemicals 
used in such a cavity. 

Mosteller has pointed out that a 
normal mix of cement has a pH of less 
than 2.0 and is approximately 50 per 
cent free acid. In a shallow cavity or 
when used at a relatively great distance 
from the pulp, this free acid exerts only 
a slight irritation which results in the 
formation of secondary dentin. But in 
medium and especially in deep cavities it 
produces a destructive, pathologic re- 
action on the pulp. 

It must be emphasized that a pulp can 
be destroyed yet show no clinical symp- 
toms until several years later. The fact 
that there are no subjective symptoms 
does not mean that there has not been 
gross, irreversible injury to the pulp. 

According to Massler, a pulp under- 
going sterile necrosis is unable to react 
by producing pain because the receptor 
cells (odontoblasts) and the nerve end- 
ings around them are dead—killed by the 
free orthophosphoric acid. Necrotic or 
degenerating pulps produce no symptoms 
until a secondary infection by bacteria 
and an acute flare-up bring it to our 
attention. 

So it can be seen that the alpha type 
liquid of the average cement can be— 
and is—as destructive to the pulp as the 
alpha type liquid of the average silicate 
from which we are trying to protect it 
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and we end up by producing the very 
thing we are trying to avoid. | 

Even though Miller, as early as 1891, 
warned of the injurious effects of zinc 
phosphate cement, it has been used 
through the years by all but a compara- 
tive few who knew how to use a cement 
mixed with the sigma type liquid. 

The sigma type liquid has a pH of 6.3 
in contrast to a pH of 1.6 with the alpha 
type orthophosphoric acid liquid. At the 
time of insertion, the average alpha type 
mix will have a pH of approximately 
2.0 to 4.0 while the sigma type will regis- 
ter an average of 6.8. 

With a pH which closely approaches 
neutral (pH 7), only a slight pulpal irri- 
tation is provided to stimulate production 
of secondary dentin. 

Within the last two decades dentists 
have begun to pay more attention to the 
prevention of the deleterious effects of 
zinc phosphate cement and have at- 
temped to protect the pulp by means of 
varnishes and liners. However, it has 
been demonstrated by many investigators 
that the usual varnishes and liners offer 
little or no protection to the pulp. 

Until recently, the only effective liner 
has been calcium hydroxide. Even this is 
not so effective in deep cavities. : 

Cavity sterilization plays a big part in 
the death of pulps because of the well 
meaning but misguided attempts to reach 
the bacteria known to be present in the 
base of even carefully prepared cavities— 
especially the medium and deep cavities. 

Every drug of bactericidal value in the 
pharmacopea has undoubtedly been used 
in an effort to reach these bacteria. 

These drugs have proven either inef- 
fectual or detrimental to the pulp or 
both. Even traditional medicaments have 
been proven to be destructive and of no 
value from the standpoint of sterilization. 

In 1941, Thomas demonstrated that 
phenol will penetrate from the base of a 
cavity to the pulp. This was ignored until 
it was later confirmed by other investiga- 
tors who showed the method of its pene- 
tration. 

Phenol, phenol followed by alcohol, 
and silver nitrate followed by eugenol 


all coagulate the contents of the tubules, 
causing this protoplasm to shrink away 
from the walls. This makes the dentin 
extremely permeable so that an excess of 
these drugs, organisms, or acid from a 
cement will then be sucked into the pulp. 

These drugs should never be used on 
the already highly permeable dentin of 
permanent teeth in children, particularly 
in deep cavities. 

Besides being dangerous to the pulp, 
phenol is ineffective as a sterilizing agent. 
Any coagulent is taken up by the tissues 
before it has a chance to attack the germs. 

Thymol, at best, is only mildly antiseptic 
in action. This is not sufficient to elimi- 
nate the organisms in the tubules. Its anti- 
septic efficiency is greatly impaired by the 
presence of organic matter. 

Day showed that only a limited amount 
of carious dentin left over a potential 
pulp exposure could be sterilized by 
thymol and that secondary dentin would 
be produced if the pulp is not infected. 

Clinically we have no way of knowing 
the amount of carious dentin remaining 
over the exposure, nor can we tell 
whether the pulp is infected where there 
is an exposure. 

Alcohol, used in the cavity, has no 
sterilizing action. It will produce undesir- 
able changes in the calcification of the 
growing dentin and in the pulp and 
odontoblasts. 

Chloroform is useful only as a solvent 
for waxes, oil and grease. It is highly 
irritating to the protoplasm in the den- 
tinal tubules. Carbon tetrachloride is an 
efficient solvent for cleansing prepara- 
tions prior to cementation of crowns and 
inlays without the irritating effect of 
chloroform. 

Zephiran has only a detergent action 
when used in the cavity. 

Hydrogen peroxide, in both the 3 per 
cent and the go per cent forms, acts as a 
detergent. Any bactericidal action it may 
have is nullified by the fact that it breaks 
down to water and oxygen in the cavity, 
and the mass of bubbles which quickly 
forms prevents its penetration into the 
tubules. 

Beechwood creosote has little effect as 


a cavity sterilizer. Both beechwood creo- 
sote and Zephiran were found to be 
highly destructive to the pulp when 
sealed into the cavity preparation for 
two days. 

Zinc oxide and eugenol is a proven 
sedative. Earlier in this paper it was 
pointed out that there are many unde- 
tected exposures in deep cavities. 

When placed in a such a cavity or over 
any pulp exposure, zinc oxide and 
eugenol destroys the pulp by abscess for- 
mation and liquefaction necrosis. The de- 
structive process is overshadowed by the 
sedative action of the eugenol so that 
there are no subjective symptoms. 

Eugenol added to zinc phosphate ce- 
ment has only a sedative action. It is 
“incapable of neutralizing the ortho- 
phosphoric acid.” When this mixture is 
placed in a deep cavity, the eugenol will 
suppress the subjective symptoms while 
the acid destroys the pulp. 

Zinc oxide and eugenol has been 
shown by Turkheim to be completely 
ineffective as an agent for sterilization of 
carious dentin. 

Turkheim inoculated sterile slices of 
decalcified dentin with pure test strains 
of Staphylococcus pyogenes aureus, Lac- 
tobacillus acidophilus odontolyticus, Es- 
cherichia coli, and Monilia albicans. 
These slices were then exposed to a zinc 
oxide eugenol cement in vitro for periods 
varying from 1 to 48 hours. 

All inoculated specimens were sterile 
after contact with the cement for 24 and 
48 hours. But natural decay obtained 
from extracted carious teeth was resistant 
and in no case was the carious dentin 
sterilized by the zine oxide eugenol ce- 
ment. 

Seltzer has suggested that “with their 
penetrability and lack of tissue irritation, 
antibiotics should be ideal dentin steril- 
izing agents.” He also suggested the use 
of a combined antibiotic formula which 
would have a tremendous antibacterial 
and antifungal spectrum. 

Colton and Ehrlich studied the com- 
parative bactericidal effect of regular ce- 
ments and cements fortified with anti- 
biotics in human teeth. From this they 
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concluded that the bactericidal effect of 
zinc and silicate cements can be increased 
and that some factor in the cement in- 
creases the bactericidal action of anti- 
biotic agents. 

Working from this premise, one 
chemist-manufacturer was able to de- 
velop formulae for both zinc and silicate 
cements which are actually less soluble 
than those without antibiotics. 

Incorporated in these cements are di- 
hydrostreptomycin sulphate, chlortetracy- 
cline hydrochloride, chloramphenicol and 
bacitracin—antibiotics which provide a 
wide antibacterial and antifungal spec- 
trum. 

These polyantibiotic cements are mixed 


with a sigma type liquid which produces _ 


only a slight irritation to the pulp. 

There is a pronounced bactericidal 
action upon insertion of the cement into 
the cavity and a prolonged bactericidal 
action during the setting process. 

This extremely prolonged action is be- 
lieved to be accounted for by the presence 
of the fluid in the dentinal tubulae causing 
a constant ionic exchange between the 
contents of the tubulae and the cement. 

This cement is used for bases, liners, 
pulp caps, temporary fillings and cemen- 
tation of inlays, crowns and _ bridges. 
Where depth of decay threatens exposure 


of the pulp, a thin layer of carious dentin 


can be left over the pulpal wall. _ 

It must be understood quite clearly 
that no drug, chemical, liner or varnish 
should be used when the polyantibiotic 
cement is to be placed in a cavity. 

There is only one exception. Before 
seating a crown or an inlay the prepara- 
tion may be washed with carbon tetra- 
chloride to remove any wax, oil or grease. 
Calcium hydroxide should never be used 
with antibiotics. It neutralizes the effect 
of any antibiotic or combination of anti- 
biotics. 


It has been the purpose of this paper 
to show the way to better silicate fillings 
by the common sense approach of (1) 
presenting the causes for failures in color 
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matching and in the filling itself and (2) 
how pulps are destroyed by our own well- 
meaning efforts. 

With this knowledge the dentist should 
be able to act so that these things can be 
avoided, corrected or prevented.

On March 13, 1957, the C.D.S. along 
with the A.D.A. and the Illinois State 
Society, received a subpoena to appear 
with all its records before the U. S. Fed- 
eral Grand Jury for investigation, to de- 
termine whether dental societies are 
violating anti-trust laws by boycotting 
illegal dental laboratories which sell den- 
tures direct to the public. These records 
are now being scrutinized by the Federal 
Grand Jury. 

On April 30, 1957, another Public Den- 
turist Bill was introduced in the state 
legislature, known as H.B. 1027, which 
if passed would make it legal for labora- 
tory technicians to do all forms of den- 
ture work directly for the public. The 
defeat of this dangerous ‘piece of legisla- 
tion has been occupying the Society’s 
complete attention. I am happy to an- 
nounce tonight that we are still hopeful 
that H.B. 1027 will be dead before com- 
ing to a vote in the House. 

The problems of dentistry today are 
hard but those of tomorrow may be still 
more difficult. It is our job to meet and 
solve them in the interests of better den- 
tal health, a stronger profession and a 
closer united dental society. 

To Dr. Dundon and his Board and to 
the Society, it is my sincere hope that the 
next year will be more successful than 
the last and that your experience as Presi- 
dent will be as pleasant as mine.

CHANGE OF ADDRESS 


Few members of the Chicago Dental 
Society are aware of the provisions of 
the Dental Practice Act which requires a 
dentist to notify the Department of Reg- 
istration and Education of any change of 
address “within ninety days thereof.” 
Failure to do so “shall work a forfeiture 
of such license, and no license, when once 
forfeited, shall be restored, except upon 
payment to the said department of the 
sum of fifteen dollars ($15.00) for such 
failure.” (Sections 6 and 8, Illinois Den- 
tal Practice Act.) 
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
